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increase 
in council 
tax could 
be on way 

SANDWELL residents 
could face a council tax rise 
next year. 

It has emerged that Govern¬ 
ment funding for the 
borough is to be cut by £3.2 
million. 

The Government has 
announced it will be scrap¬ 
ping the council tax benefit 
scheme and creating a new 
local council tax reduction 
scheme. 

That will leave Sandwell 
worse off. 

Borough finance boss 
Councillor Steve Eling said 
the latest cut, along with 
others which mean the 
authority has to save £75m 
by 2015, means he cannot 
rule out an increase in 
council tax next year. 

He added: “There is going 
to come a time where we will 
have to have a council tax 
increase, or we are going to 
have to start cutting 
things.” 

From next April the Gov¬ 
ernment is abolishing the 
national council tax benefit 
scheme and replacing it with 
local council tax support 
schemes designed and run 
by councils. 

Government funding to 
support the new schemes 
will fall by 10 per cent, which 
is a £3.2m cut for Sandwell. 

Of this, £2.8m will need to 
be met by the council and 
£400,000 by the fire author¬ 
ity and police. 

Driver faces 
crash charge 

A LORRY driver from West 
Bromwich has been charged 
in connection with a fatal 
crash. 

The 43-year-old is accused 
of failing to stop and report 
the collision after moped 
rider Benjamin Warrington 
was killed on the A38 near 
Lichfield. 

It happened at 5.25am on 
February 24. Mr Warring¬ 
ton, aged 24, of Agincourt 
Road, Lichfield, died as a 
result of his injuries after 
being hit by a lorry. 

The accused has been 
bailed to appear before mag¬ 
istrates on September 3. 


RED ROUTE TO KEEP 
TRAFFIC ON MOVE 


A NEW move to tackle 
congestion on the roads 
in Sandwell is being 
unveiled this week. 

A red route which is aimed at easing 
traffic congestion as part of a £8.6m 
borough-wide plan was coming in to force 
today (Thursday). 

Sandwell Council has created the new 
route as part of a plan to improve traffic 
flow and make better provision for 
drivers to park legally. 

The plan affects West Bromwich 
Albion supporters on matchdays. 

No stopping restrictions were coming 
into force along key roads in West 
Bromwich and Oldbury from today. 

The affected roads are Kenrick Way, 
Telford Way, Trinity Way, Kelvin Way, 
Bromford Road, Oldbury Ringway and 
Churchbridge. 

Council chiefs say there will be clearly 
designated areas for parking and loading 
along those roads, including provision 
for parking on Albion matchdays. 

Motorists will have a period of grace to 
get used to the new system. 

Penalty 

People parking illegally will be issued 
with advisory notices until September 3, 
when penalty charges begin. 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services Councillor Ian Jones said: “This 
has been designed to ease traffic conges¬ 
tion, improve traffic flow and make 
better provision for legal parking. 

“There is now extra parking available 
on Albion matchdays in Lewisham Park 
off Dartmouth Road, which is in easy 
walking distance of the ground. 

“These improvements will make life 
easier for many roads users and above 
all, safer for pedestrians.” 

The red route will be in force for 18 
months. The council will then consider 
changes before making the order perma¬ 
nent. 

The scheme includes traffic signal 
improvements. 

New signals will be installed at the 
junction of Trinity Way and High Street 
which will improve the crossing for 
pedestrians. 

And new signals will also be installed 
at pedestrian crossings in Trinity Way, 
Oldbury Ringway and Churchbridge. 


Dancing in the street for a bhangra record

THOUSANDS of people helped break a 
world record when they joined in a 
bhangra dance spectacular. 

At least 2,300 people danced four 
rehearsed routines in traditional 
costume in Potters Lane, Wednesbury, to 
smash the record for the most bhangra 
dancers performing at one time. 

The previous record was 2,100 people. 

The record-breaking attempt was 
organised by the Sant Nirankari 
Mission, a religious movement with 
branches in Birmingham. It forms part 
of the summer-long International Festi¬ 
val of Oneness held by the mission which 
started on the Queen’s Jubilee. 


It followed a new world record for com¬ 
bined bhangra and giddha dancing set at 
Victoria Park, Smethwick, in June.

Murder 
scene club 
is hit by 
arsonists 

A SOCIAL club which is just 
yards from where a teenaged 
murder victim was found 
has gone up in flames follow¬ 
ing a suspected arson attack. 

The Smethwick Home 
Guard and Old Comrades 
Club in Smethwick, was 
badly damaged in the blaze. 

It had been closed since 
the death of Ben Morutare, 
16, of Coalpool, Walsall, on 
August 1. 

Ben was found with stab 
wounds on grass near the 
Oldbury Road club where he 
had attended an 18th birth¬ 
day party. 

Following the blaze, fire 
service group commander 
Steve Vincent said: “We are 
treating the fire as an arson. 

“After putting the fire out 
we are now doing an investi¬ 
gation to find out its cause 
and where it began.” 

Police are assisting fire 
crews with their inquiries. 

They have been talking to 
residents in a nearby apart¬ 
ment block which overlooks 
the social club. 

One nearby resident, 
Lyndsey Ward, 21, of Great 
Arthur Street, Smethwick, 
said: “I’m not surprised 
what has happened. The 
pub, now it is closed, is an 
easy target.” 

Seven people were 
arrested following the death 
of Mr Morutare. 

The club’s owner, Bal 
Sangha, has said she was 
considering selling the 
building.

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Man sentenced for trapping wild birds 


A MAN has been given a suspended 
prison sentence, tagged, fined and 
ordered to do a community sentence 
after pleading guilty to the illegal 
trapping of wild birds. 

The RSPCA and police officers 
found 40 birds, and three dead birds, 
at the home of Grant Robert Bell 
last October following a tip-off. 

The 43-year-old admitted eight 
offences relating to the trapping and 


keeping of wild birds when he 
appeared before Sandwell magis¬ 
trates. 

Bell, of Devey Drive, Tipton, 
admitted having the birds but said 
they were for pleasure and that he 
was not benefiting financially. 

As there was disagreement on this 
oint the case went to a special 
earing with magistrates not 
accepting Bell’s claims, and he was 


sentenced to 24 weeks in custody for 
each charge, suspended for two 
years. 

The court heard that the birds 
found were mainly goldfinches but 
included bullfinches, linnets, 
siskins, red poles and a greenfinch. 
The birds were released by the 
RSPCA. 

Bell was also ordered to complete 
300 hours’ unpaid work and was 


tagged for four months. He was told 
to pay costs of £2,948 to the RSPCA. 

RSPCA inspector Paul Seddon 
said: “The severity of the penalty 
was completely justified. 

“The trapping of wild birds is 
wrong, pure and simple, causing 
immense stress and suffering to the 
birds. The courts have shown they 
will not tolerate this under any cir¬ 
cumstances and neither will we.”

How diet changed for the better 


GROWING up as a young¬ 
ster Scott Burton gorged on 
a diet of junk food, choco¬ 
late and fizzy drinks. 

But when he tipped the scales at 
more than 20 stone the 38-year-old 
from Tipton decided it was high time 
he did something about it. 

After embarking on a healthy 
eating and exercise regime, Scott, a 
radiographer at Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal in Dudley, has now lost almost 
half of his body weight and is gearing 
up for this year’s Great North Run. 

“Since I was eight I’ve always 
been big. I just used to eat,” said 
Scott, who lives in Henlow Close. 

“My mum and dad split up and my 
dad had his own businesses so me 
and my brother were left on our own 
quite late at night so we used to just 
eat junk.” 

He’d kick the day off with a packet 
of biscuits, eat fish and chips for tea, 
several bars of chocolate, pasties and 
sausage rolls all washed down with 
sugary fizzy drinks leaving Scott 
weighing 20 stone and 61bs at his 
heaviest. 

Quickly 

It was around four years ago when 
his wife of 12 years Linda, a 53-year- 
old hospital X-ray worker decided to 
lose a few pounds and join Weight 
Watchers that he started taking a 
look at his own weight. 

He said: “My wife went to Weight 
Watchers and I just followed her. 

“I read all her books and just fol¬ 
lowed it on my own and I used to go 
to Boots and go on the scales.” 

In the first year Scott, who once 
wore a 48in waist trouser while he 
now wears a 34in, lost five stone. 

“I was doing a bit of exercise, 
things like a bit of cycling and I was 
using my wife’s Weight Watchers 
book to work out the points. 

“The weight fell off quite quickly. 

“The more weight you lose, the 
more satisfied and pleased you are 
and the more energy you have got so 
things don’t become as difficult like 
walking up hills and things like that. 
I wasn’t as sweaty and uncomfort¬ 
able.” 

Up until 18 months ago Scott 
weighed 13-and-a-half stone and 
then last year he was chosen as one 
of a group of readers of the Chroni-

cle’s sister paper the Express & Star 
who joined fitness instructor Chris 
Jewkes in his attempt to get a group 
of unfit couch potatoes trained up to 
run the Wolverhampton Marathon. 

He completed the gruelling feat in 
September in a time of four hours 
and 34 minutes. Following the effort

he decided to continue running, 
becoming a member of Wolver¬ 
hampton and Bilston Athletics Club 
which he runs with three times a 
week. 

He can also be found pounding the 
streets with his Japanese Shiba Inu 
dog Pippa. Scott now weighs a 


slender 11 stone and 71bs. He added: 
“My life is totally different. I do lots 
of running, I have got lots of energy. 

“I can get into small clothes. I still 
have a chocolate bar every single day 
because I love chocolate, but I just 
try and eat more healthily and also 
because I do lots of running it moti¬ 
vates you to eat better because if you 
don’t it has an adverse effect on your 
run.” 

On September 16 he will be taking 
on the Great North Run and is 
hoping to raise £300 for deafblind 
charity Sense. 

He has chosen the charity after a 
member of his extended family lost 
his hearing after suffering from 
meningitis.

Collapsed 
firm owed 
£ 791,357 

A SIGN-MAKING firm that 
shut down suddenly making 
40 workers redundant had 
debts of more than three 
quarters of a million pounds. 

Staff at WR Advertising 
Limited in West Bromwich 
only found out the firm was 
in difficulties when they 
turned up to work in June to 
discover the locks had been 
changed. 

They were given letters 
saying they were being made 
redundant with immediate 
effect. 

Now the firm is in liquida¬ 
tion and a statement of 
assets has revealed it owed 
£791,357 in total - including 
£96,528 to HM Revenue and 
Customs and £12,112 to 
Sandwell Council. 

Companies owed money 
include Air Methods 
Limited, based in Anchor 
Lane in Bilston. 

The firm supplied com¬ 
pressed air for WR Advertis¬ 
ing Limited’s printing 
presses. 


New owners get hall 


WORK has begun on a revamp of the 
Grade II listed Great Barr Hall. 

Seven jobs have been created and the new 
owners are starting to look at possible 
options for the site. 

Any potential scheme is being hailed 
the biggest restoration project in the area 
in the past five to 10 years. The building 
has been empty since 1978 and has 
become derelict. But earlier this year it 
was bought by a group of local residents. 

The purchase followed 30 years of 
attempts to secure the hall’s future. 

Now work is forging ahead to help ren¬ 
ovate the building and bring it into use, 


although no decisions over its use have 
been made. 

Sutton Coldfield-based Lapworth 
Architects have been appointed to 
manage the scheme. New jobs have been 
created through the introduction of a 
team of security guards on site and a topo¬ 
graphic company is surveying the estate. 

A scaffolding business is helping to sta¬ 
bilise the building, which stands near 
junction 7 of the M6. 

The consortium which owns the build¬ 
ing has already spent £75,000 on prepara¬ 
tory work. It is in talks with Walsall 
Council, English Heritage, and local

action groups over the site’s future. 

Michael Lapworth, of Lapworth Archi¬ 
tects, said the new owners were clear any 
use must be sustainable and not reliant 
on public money. 

He said that the company would help to 
“end the continued plight of Great Barr 
Hall”. 

Great Barr Hall was once owned by the 
wealthy Scott family and the whole estate 
spans 150 acres. 

The house, gardens and surrounding 
landscapes have been placed on the 
English Heritage register of buildings at 
risk. Great Barr Hall, where restoration is under way 



Fraudster is sentenced to 
three more years in prison 


How lives were ruined by conman’s crimes

FORMER Tipton Town FC 
chairman and fraudster, Bill 
Williams, has been jailed for 
an extra three years after 
admitting fraud and decep¬ 
tion offences. 

The offences total more than 
£136,000. 

The 60-year-old was serving a five- 
and-a-half year prison term for pock¬ 
eting more than £276,000 from the life 
insurance and pension policies of mur¬ 
dered Wolverhampton father Andrew 
Diack. 

But following his conviction last 
year, a raft of other people contacted 
police to say they had been duped by 
Williams too. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court, a 
judge heard how Williams had admit¬ 
ted eight charges of obtaining 
£118,500 from John Munning and 
Niall Peace by deception. 

Accounts 

He also admitted three charges of 
fraud by false representation totalling 
£18,000 after taking cash from Russell 
Orme. 

Williams also pleaded guilty to 
charges of failing to disclose bank and 
building society accounts after being 
declared bankrupt, one of making a 
false statement under oath in that he 
denied he owed Mr Munning almost 
£170,000, and one of failing to give 
records of his estate after being made 
bankrupt. 

Williams was jailed last year for 
taking cash owed to the daughter of 
murdered South Staffordshire 
company director Mr Diack. 

Mr Diack had taken out the policies 
on the advice of Williams, who worked 
as an accountant for Featherstone- 
based Spray Tanker Services, which 
29-year-old Mr Diack co-owned. 

Passing sentence on Williams, of 
Chester Road, West Bromwich, 
Recorder Mr Michael Wasik said: “It is 
clear these three victims have been 
badly affected by your behaviour.” 


THE impact of Bill Williams’s 
crimes were laid bare in court. 

On top of the financial impact, 
the frauds meant personal devas¬ 
tation for the victims, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

Andrew Wheeler, prosecuting, 
said John Munning was conned 
into handing over £76,000 when 
Williams told him he was seeking 
money on behalf of a developer, 
and could guarantee a 50 per cent 
return on his cash. 

Williams went on to take a 
£42,000 inheritance from Niall 
Peace by telling him the money 
was to be used to buy construc¬ 
tion machinery that would be sold 


abroad, again promising a consid¬ 
erable return on the investment. 
Losing the money led to the 
break-up of Mr Peace’s marriage, 
Mr Wheeler said. 

And while investigators were 
carrying out a probe into the 
accountancy activity of Williams, 
he took £18,000 from Wednes- 
bury couple Russell and Joanne 
Orme by telling them the money 
was to be used for the renovation 
of a house that would see the 
investment double when the 
property was sold six months 
later. 

As a result of losing the money, 
Mr Orme had to shut his Rugeley- 


based petrol forecourt business, 
said Mr Wheeler. 

Former Tipton Town chairman 
Williams, who has a string of con¬ 
victions for fraud, is more than a 
year into a five-and-a-half year 
prison term for pocketing more 
than £276,000 from the life insur¬ 
ance and pension policies of mur¬ 
dered Wolverhampton father 
Andrew Diack. 

Stabbed 

Williams visited Rachel Evans, 
the partner of Mr Diack, days 
after he was stabbed to death in 
2009, and told her he would take 
care of financial arrangements. 


For the offences against Mr 
Orme, Mr Peace, of Coventry, and 
Mr Munning, of Worcestershire, 
he was given an extra three years. 

Those crimes came to light 
after a case against Williams was 
being progressed for the fraud 
against Mr Diack. 

At a previous court hearing, 
father-of-two Williams, of 
Chester Road, West Bromwich, 
was told to pay back £36,000. 
That money will be split between 
his victims. Through his account¬ 
ancy company Williams & Co, he 
has swindled hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds from scores of 
victims since the 1980s.

Decision 
paves the 
way for 
new pool 

A DECISION by Sandwell 
planners means work on 
West Bromwich’s £11 
million swimming pool can 
go ahead. 

They have ruled that the 
project will not need an envi¬ 
ronmental impact assess¬ 
ment. 

The firm behind the 
scheme, DC Leisure Man¬ 
agement, had requested an 
opinion on whether the pro¬ 
posal for a full planning 
application for the leisure 
centre should be subject to 
the assessment. 

Planning officers at the 
authority have now decided 
that no environmental 
assessment is needed, 
paving the way for work to 
begin on the scheme. 

Large developments 
require the environmental 
impact assessments if they 
are likely to give rise to sig¬ 
nificant environmental 
effects. 

However, an ecological 
report for the site ear¬ 
marked for the centre, on 
the corner of Moor Street 
and Barton Street, was 
carried out in January 2012 
and did not find any pro¬ 
tected species of flora or 
fauna. 

The complex is due to 
open in 2014. 

A planning application is 
set to be submitted later this 
year, with building work 
starting early next year. 

Service is 
winner of 
gold again 

STAFF at Sandwell Council 
have won a top award for the 
service they provide to the 
bereaved. 

The council’s bereave¬ 
ment services has won gold 
status from the Institute of 
Cemetery and Crematorium 
Management for burial and 
cremation services. 

It is the third year in a row 
that Sandwell has won the 
gold award for the service, 
after being the first council 
in the Midlands to gain gold 
status in 2010. 

The institute assessed the 
council on all areas of burial 
and cremation services, as 
well as the social and envi¬ 
ronmental aspects of the 
services staff provide. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said: “The staff are 
very dedicated and this 
award is recognition for 
their hard work.” 


Man was bitten by escaped guard dog 


A FACTORY worker was bitten on his chest 
and legs by a rottweiler which had escaped 
from a neighbouring yard, a court heard. 

The dog leapt at 55-year-old Nigel Bourne 
forcing him to the floor as he was working in 
Phillip Gameson Joinery, in Park Lane, 
Cradley. 

Mr Bourne was injured as he tried to fight 
off the animal, called Buster, for around 30 
seconds. 

The injuries he was left with included 
puncture wounds to his right calf and thigh, 
and one near his armpit. 


Buster eventually backed away after a co¬ 
worker intervened and Mr Bourne was able 
to get free, Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

The dog’s owner David Evans admitted 
the guard dog had escaped from his skip hire 
premises, which he runs with his father. 

Evans, aged 36, of Clapton Grove, King- 
standing, Birmingham, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of a dog causing injury on private 
property on June 11. 

Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, said the 
animal was one of two rottweilers used as 


guard dogs at Evans Skip Hire, based in 
Park Lane. 

He said the animal was well known for 
escaping from the skip yard and wandering 
into neighbouring businesses. 

Lunged 

The dog had entered though roller shut¬ 
ters at the joinery company and Mr Bourne 
had begun to lead the animal back through. 

But Mr Truelove said the rottweiler 
lunged at Mr Bourne landing on his chest 
and shoulders with its front paws. 

He added that Mr Bourne was shocked by 


the incident and was taken for treatment at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. 

Mrs Hashmita Patel, defending, said: “My 
client accepts full responsibility for the dog 
moving and entering another yard.” 

She said that the dog was being cared for 
in police kennels. Chairman of the bench 
Ann Lacey adjourned proceedings for 
reports, including one on the dog. 

The courts can order a dog deemed to be 
dangerous, to be put down. 

Evans will be sentenced on September 5. 


Region counts the cost of 
50,000 fly-tipping cases 


THERE were more than 50,000 cases of fly¬ 
tipping in the West Midlands including 
Sandwell in the last year, according to new 
figures. 

Birmingham topped the list with 15,690 fly-tipping cases 
between 2010 and 2011, according to the GMB union. 

Sandwell had 2,820 cases. In Wolverhampton there were 
3,669 incidents, and Walsall had 1,940 incidents. Dudley 
had 817. Walsall Council saw an increase of 373 reported 
incidents, compared with the previous financial year.

In Sandwell the number of

Sandwell’s neighbour¬ 
hoods boss Councillor Ian 
Jones said the council was 
doing all it could to tackle 
the problem. 

He said: “Our waste col¬ 
lection service does all it can 
to help people dispose of 
their rubbish responsibly. 
We are very competitive in 
our pricing scheme to enable 
people to dispose of larger 
items easily. 

“We subsidise the cost 
and, in some cases, offer it 
for free for people on lower 
incomes. I think it is our col¬ 
lection service which has 
helped reduce the number of 
incidents.” 

Damaging 

He added: “It is also about 
saving money for the tax¬ 
payer. The cost of offering 
the collection service will be 
lower than having to clean 
up fly-tipping.” 

Cannock Chase District 
Council had 583 incidents, 
South Staffordshire Council 
439, Stafford Borough 
Council 368 and Lichfield 
District Council 278. 

Joe Morgan, GMB 
regional secretary, said: 
“Not only is fly-tipping 
illegal but it is damaging to 
the environment and, 
according to the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, it costs £100m 
to £150m per annum to 
cleanup.”

Reliving the days when glassmaking 
made the area a cut above the rest 


IT was once the glassmaking capital of the 
world at the cutting of edge of develop¬ 
ments in the industry and its pieces prized 
worldwide. 

Thomas Webb and Sons, Richardsons and Stuart 
Crystal, in Amblecote and Wordsley, are well-known to 
this day and the glass they created is highly collectable. 

While now only the Red House Glass Cone, in Words¬ 
ley High Street, remains as a testament to the town’s 
heritage, compared to a skyline once dominated by brick- 
built cones, the eyes of the glassmaking world are once 
again going to be focused on the town for the Interna¬ 
tional Festival of Glass. 

The event will be held at venues in the town from 
August 24 to 27. And this year will be extra special as it 
will celebrate 400 years of glassmaking in the town. 

To commemorate the occasion, Broadfield House 
Glass Museum, Kingswinford, has shared some of its 
picture archives of the town’s glassmaking heritage. 

The 400-year anniversary date is taken from when 
Paul Tyzack baptised his first son at St Mary’s Church, 
Kingswinford, in 1612. 

Mr Tyzack was one of the town’s first glassmakers. 
Originally from the Lorraine region of France he settled 
in the area due to the abundance of natural resources. 

Experts say it is likely glass was being made in the

town before that date but that is the first firm record 
they have of the family being in the Stourbridge area. 

Items made by these early glassmakers would have 
included bottles and window glass The glass would have 
had a green tinge due to the materials used. 

The creation of lead crystal glass in the 1670s by 
London glassmaker George Ravenscroft would revolu¬ 
tionise the industry by creating a clearer version of the 
material. But the next great leap forward in the industry 
would be firmly based in the Black Country. In the 1790s 
two glasscutters, one from Dudley the other from Stour¬ 
bridge, pioneered the steam powered cutting lathe. 

Rediscovered 

Previously the equipment had been operated by hand 
but the new machinery could cut deeper and with 
greater precision - creating intricate cut glass as it is 
known today. Another of the town’s best-known glass- 
maker in the town was Thomas Webb. 

Webb was involved in a number of factories in the 
town but mainly the Dennis Glassworks, off Collis 
Street, in Amblecote. In 1878, the firm won the Grand 
Prix for glass as the Paris International Exhibition. 

Factories were also set up in Brierley Hill, including 
Stevens and Williams.Other factories of note were 


Tudor Crystal, in Junction Road, Audnam, and the Webb 
Corbett factory, off Wollaston Road. In 1875, artist John 
Northwood rediscovered the ancient roman art of cameo 
glass when he created the first exact replica of the Port¬ 
land Vase. The original, dating from the Roman period, 
had been shattered at the British Museum in 1845. 

He and his brother Joseph had previously set up J and 
J Northwood Decorating Works, in Barnett Street, 
Wordsley, which acid etched glass. Stourbridge retained 
its grip on glassmaking innovation creating art deco 
styles in the 1930s but by the 1970s the industry started 
to decline and factories closed in the 90s and 2000s. 

The Webb Corbett site ran until 2000 when it was pur¬ 
chased from owners Royal Doulton by the Ruskin Mill 
Educational Trust. It is now the Ruskin Glass Centre. 
Tudor Crystal which had been based in Junction Road, 
Audnam, was purchased by Plowden and Thompson and 
continues at the New Dial Glassworks, also Audnam, to 
this day. 

Glass expert Charles Hajdamach said the town’s glass¬ 
making heritage continued with the rise in studio glass, 
where artists work with the glass themselves was still a 
fixture in the town. 

“Work being created at places such as the Ruskin 
Glass Centre, in Amblecote, is just as exciting as the 
developments in the past would have been,” he said. 
“That pioneering spirit still exists to this day.”

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Trust’s new 
clinic move 


Warning is sounded after 
conmen strike in region 


A NEW clinic has been started by the 
trust that runs Sandwell Hospital. 

It means sufferers of the rare 
Behget’s Syndrome can now be seen 
by consultants in different specialties 
on the same day instead of having to 
attend different appointments. 

The clinic is based at The Birming¬ 
ham and Midland Eye Centre, based 
at City Hospital, on Dudley Road, on 
the Smethwick and Birmingham 
border. 

Behget’s Syndrome is a rare condi¬ 
tion that causes inflammation of the 
blood vessels. 

Symptoms affect various parts of 
the body and can include mouth 
ulcers, eye inflammation and skin 
and j oint problems. 


PEOPLE in Sandwell are being 
warned to be on the guard 
against conmen after a rise in 
reports from members of the 
public. 

Sandwell Trading Standards bosses 
said they had seen a sharp rise in calls 
complaining about bogus callers, with 
52 reports so far this year. 

Most commonly residents are being 
tricked by fraudsters claiming that they 
could be owed money - often for the 
repayment of bank charges, payment 


protection insurance or a court settle¬ 
ment. 

But as part of the con they first ask 
for an upfront payment from the 
victim. 

Mark Beesley, area trading standards 
officer, said: “These callers have no con¬ 
nection with the Ministry of Justice, 
the courts, leading banks or other 
genuine organisations. 

“Fraudsters have already tricked and 
harassed some victims into handing 
over thousands of pounds. Genuine 
organisations would never contact 


people asking them for personal bank 
details, or request an upfront payment 
by money transfer.” 

Anyone who fears they have given 
personal bank details to fraudsters 
should contact their bank immediately 
to stop or check transactions. 

Payments 

Bogus callers often ask consumers to 
use electronic money transfer services 
such as Ukash vouchers or Paysafecard 
to provide an upfront payment. 

In some cases it is possible for money 
transfer providers to block payments 


made if they are alerted quickly. Ukash 
can be contacted on 00800 0008 5274, 
and Paysafeguard on 0845 021 3059. 

The borough’s safety boss, Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones added: “Fraudsters think 
nothing of using the names of legiti¬ 
mate organisations. 

“I would urge anyone receiving cold 
calls purporting to come from legiti¬ 
mate organisations, to think very care¬ 
fully before handing over money or 
personal details.”

Refund pledge by boss 
of troubled coach firm

THE boss of a troubled coach 
firm has pledged to fulfil cus¬ 
tomers’ holiday breaks, or 
refund them their money. 

Hoverland European Holidays was dis¬ 
solved last month, sparking panic from 
some customers who had paid deposits. 

But director Andrew Court last week 
reassured the 100 customers - promising 
them their holiday or a full refund. 

He apologised to customers for a break¬ 
down in communication, blaming it on a 
restructuring of the company which had 
seen a third party company brought in. 

The firm, formerly based in Willenhall, 
is currently looking to relocate. 

Families called with concerns after the 
company was dissolved. Those worried 
include William and Pauline Brookes, a 
couple from Bewdley who had paid a £400 
deposit for a holiday to Italy to mark their 
40th wedding anniversary. 

But Mr Court insisted the company 
would honour all customer commitments. 

Apologise 

He added: “I’ve let people down, but I’m 
no thief. I would like to apologise to cus¬ 
tomers for a lack of communication. We 
have been carrying out a few changes 
operationally and we should have kept 
people in the know. I am going to write a 
letter to every customer to lay out what we 
can do for them, be that a full refund or 
the holiday they asked for. Anyone who 
wants their money back can have it.” 

Mr Court said, despite the firm being 
dissolved, the holiday coach operation was 
still operating but under a third party 
company. He said there were four planned 
trips this year he was confident would go 
ahead. 

He said: “On a personal level, I still 
want to do my best for all our customers. 
We have many people who come back to us 
each year.”

Titanic show run extended 
to meet demand from public 


A TITANIC exhibition in Sandwell 
has been extended due to public 
demand. 

The run of the 1912 A Titanic Odyssey 
show, at the Avery Historical Museum, in 
Foundry Lane, Smethwick, will continue for 
the rest of the year. 

The display to mark the centenary of the 
ship’s tragic voyage opened at the Soho 
Foundry in February. 

It features 10 cabinets of items, including 


a porthole recovered from the wreck and 
loaned by the Titanic Heritage Trust, based 
in Coventry. 

Other items from the ship are pieces of 
coal, metal fragments from the hull, a piece 
of wooden panelling recovered from the sea, 
and a fully restored nameplate from one of 
Titanic’s lifeboats. 

Items produced by Birmingham and 
Black Country firms fitted to Titanic’s sister 
ship Olympic are also on display along with 


period and reproduction items. Firms from 
across the Midlands have contributed to the 
exhibition. 

Andrew Lound, the show’s organiser, 
said: “The comments from the public have 
been amazing. 

Survivors 

“The exhibition has surpassed the Titanic 
exhibitions I staged at Soho House and 
Wednesbury Art Gallery in 2001, the Mars 
exhibition at Soho House in 2003, and even 


the ground-breaking Red Rover Mars exhi¬ 
bition at the old Science Museum in 1996.” 

Audio recordings of survivors stories and 
a rolling video of the discovery of the Titanic 
adds a voice to the exhibition. 

A recreation of part of the debris field that 
lies over 12,000 ft below the Atlantic is scat¬ 
tered with period items. 

The exhibition is open between Monday 
and Thursday every week, from 2pm until 
5pm, and on Fridays, from 10am to 5pm.

Dudley's finest would 
have lived up to billing 


Duncan Edwards, The Greatest 
by James Leighton, £18.99 

IT doesn’t take a Manchester 
United supporter to appreciate the 
enormity - and the tragedy of the 
1958 Munich air disaster. 

The Busby Babes would have 
dominated the country and possibly 
European competition for years to 
come. But the lives of so many 
players were lost in their prime, 
among them Dudley’s finest 
Duncan Edwards. 

An England player at the age of 
just 17, his country’s youngest post¬ 
war international, many believe 
Edwards would have lived up to 
‘The Greatest’ tag. By the time he 
lost his fight for life at 21, he had 
already earned 18 England caps, 
had won the League title with Uni¬ 
ted and was head over heels with 
the love of his life Molly Leach. 

Leighton’s research is extensive 
and laudable, taking a chronologi¬ 


cal look at Edwards’ life and career, 
through to that devastating crash 
and his ensuing battle for survival. 
It also looks at life after Edwards 
and what might have been. 

Family members and team-mates 
are interviewed, including fellow 
ex-district player and Babe Gordon 
Clayton, of Cannock. 

There is the heartbreaking loss of 
his sister Carol Anne, his lesser- 
known dancing ability, his father 
Gladstone’s desire for him to play 
for Wolves and turning down the 
chance to join his cousin Ray 
Stevens at Bolton. 

Throughout it all is the tale of a 
gentle giant who just loved to play 
football. Even when conscripted to 
National Service, there was just one 
thing that Army number 
234145376 wanted to do. And when 
Sir Bobby Charlton says Big Dune 
made him feel inferior, you really 
know he was something special. 


Riveting read on sports evolution 


Can We Have Our Balls Back 
Please? Julian Norridge, £9.99 

THE subtitle to this work is ‘How the 
British invented sport (and then 
almost forgot how to play it)’ and the 
author has a point. 

From the origins of boxing, rugby, 
football, horse racing and golf, Nor¬ 
ridge describes how the sports 
started, how they were adapted and 
the formation of the rules. 

But he argues that although these 
pastimes played - and still play - a 
leading role in the national psyche, 
the rest of the world put their own 
stamp on the sports that originated on 
these shores. 

A map of the country shows the 
birthplace in Upton, Bucking¬ 
hamshire, of Sir Neville Chamberlain, 
who invented the game of snooker, 
apparently, and of Fullerton in Wilt¬ 
shire, where Northanger Abbey 
heroine Catherine Moorland first 


played baseball - years before the US 
claimed to have invented it. 

Badminton in Gloucestershire 
marks the spot where that game was 
first played, or at least renamed, while 
in Bury, the dartboard was reputedly 
invented. 

Among the other nuggets are that 
cricket was first played in Guildford, 
Surrey, on a site where a furniture 
store now stands, managed by the 
father of the current England wicket¬ 
keeper Matt Prior. 

Even the modern Olympic Games 
were founded in Much Wenlock, 
Shropshire. And James I’s big contri¬ 
bution to the world of horse racing? 
He discovered Newmarket. 

It’s a riveting read, but there is one 
gripe - that a book written from a 
British perspective should spell words 
like characterized and recognized 
with the American ‘z’ and not an ‘s’.

Cousins’ furniture store opened its doors in Tyseley, 
Birmingham, on 17th August 1985. 

ORIGINS BACK TO 1921 

The original family business had been established in 
1921 and had originally specialised in selling items 
and materials reclaimed from household demolitions. 
It had sold such things as reclaimed timber, 19th 
Century fire surrounds and roll-top baths to builders, 
and also to private customers doing their own home 
improvements. 

The business then developed into a builders’ 
merchants, selling building materials, aggregates 
and, later, new fireplaces and baths, alongside the 
reclaimed items. Even at this early stage, they had 
built a private zoo on-site, which proved a huge at¬ 
traction for all ages and an unbelievable “ahead-of- 
time” marketing tool for the firm. 

As time moved on, the business began to sell house¬ 
hold electrical items and also furniture, which was to 
become the future of the business.

The relocation of the main offices from Tyseley to 
Oldbury allowed fresh expansion and the subsequent 
refurbishment of the original Tyseley showrooms in 
1999 - to its existing size of 90,000ft 2 , complete with 
a new customer restaurant. 

By November 2004, Cousins had set its sights on 
building a flagship store in Manchester and establish¬ 
ing itself in the North-West of England, having gained 
an unquestionable reputation for quality and service 
in the West Midlands.

They purchased a 4 acre site on the A57, Regent Road 
at the end of the M602 in Salford and soon built an 
inspirational 90,000ft 2 new concept flagship store 
which stands just 1.5 miles from the centre of 
Manchester. The store offers the largest selection of 
furniture in the whole of the North-West, and offers 
impressive room set displays that set new standards in 
the furniture industry. 

The store has been acclaimed as England’s finest 
furniture store, attracting customers from across the 
North-West and regularly from Liverpool, Preston, 
Yorkshire and the Lake District.

This exciting new venture includes departments for 
tableware, cookware, furnishing accessories, a pic¬ 
ture and mirror gallery and bed linens. It has involved 
a significant investment, with a cutting edge store 
fit-out by Jameson Smith Associates and showcases 
leading brands such as Denby, Joseph Joseph, New¬ 
gate clocks and bed linen ranges from Kylie Minogue 
and Kirs tie Allsopp. 

2010 witnessed the opening of Cousins’ first 
Stressless Comfort Studio in Manchester, showcasing 
the largest selection of these ergonomically designed 
chairs and sofas in the North West. Due to its resound¬ 
ing success, flagship studios were opened in the other 
two stores in April 2011. All now offer an unrivalled 
selection and shopping experience for this world 
leading brand. 


April 2011 saw a significant change in the 
running of the business, with the appointment of John 
Shotton (Robert’s eldest son) to Managing 
Director and Matthew Shotton (Robert’s young¬ 
est son) to Retail Director. Robert now assumed the 
position of Chairman, further strengthening the 
family influence on the direction of the business.
